How captious there- 
fore mutt it be ro (ay, thatthe Exemption 
can'only bear a Kelation to the Duty im- 
poled by that Act; and cannot be claim- 
edwith refpe& to the fame Dury now to 
be’ impofed by a new Act? if fuch a 
Pretence were to. be admitted ; if raking 
of any Daty impofed*by former Aés, 
tuder which the People of Scot/znd were 
entitled to an Exemption, and laying on 
‘the fame Duty again by a new Aét, were 
admitted of as an Avoidance of their 
Claim of Exemption, of what Force can 
any fuch Article of Agreement be?

And 
even this 24,000/. is all to be given to 
our own People ; many Families may be 
thereby maintained who would otherwife 
be a Burthen upon their Country ; and 
thus the greateft Part even of that Sum 
will come to be ufeful to the Nation in 
general, and may therefore be properly 
faid to come to the Benefit of the Publick. 
Great Complaints have becn made, and 
4 great Clamour raifed, that this Tax 
will always give great Occafion to Frauds 
and Perjuries. I am perfuaded, Sir, that 
no Excife whatever is attended with 
fewer Frauds in the Management than 
this Tax now under our Confideration, 
What is generally prefiimed to give Occa- 
fion to Frauds and Perjuries in all Methods 
of Taxation, is, when great Sums of 
Money are to be paid by the Subjeé, and 
remitted to them again upon certain E- 
vents. Let any Man examine the arti- 
cles of the Grofs Charge of this Revenue, 
he will find, chat in all thofe Articles 
by which the ‘Grofs Amount exceeds 
the Grofs Produce, the Accounts of the 
Office are carried on by way of Debtor 
and Creditor; there is hardly ever any 
Money paid by the Subjeét, that is to be 
returned cither to him or to any other 
upon any Event whatfoever; we muft 
therefore conclude, that in the Method 
by which this Tax was formerly, and is 
now again propofed to be raifed, there can 
be nothing to tempt the Avarice, or en- 
ourage the Frauds of knavilh Dealers, 


from the Vi¢tualling-Office it appears, 
that the Charge for 10,000’ Men in the 
Service of his Majefty’s Navy, was at 
a Mcdium but 2,600 L per Ann. extraordi- 
nary Expence occafioned by the Duty 
upon Salt, which is no moré than 55. per 
D Man ; fo that if we teckon 30,000 Men 
employed in the Navigation carried on 
by the Merchants of Great Britain, the 
Duty on the whole Confumption of Salt 
in that Service will not exceed 7,8007, 
per Ann. and furely no Man will imagine 
this to be a grievous and an infpportad 
ble Load upon the whole Navigation of 
Great Britain. But Salt Provifions are 
not the only Viétualling made Ufe of in 
Merchant Ships, ‘They are often in Ports, 
and then the Sailors live moftly upon 
frefh Provifions; even when they are at 
Sea, the greateft Part of their Food con- 
fifts in dried Fith, frefh Fifh catched at 
F Sea, Flour, Rice, and other fueh Pro- 
vifions. They never confume near fo 
much Salt Provifions, in Proportion to 
the Number of their Hands, as is done in 
his Majefty’s Ships. Our Merchant Ships 
which trade to Ireland or the Plantations, 
generally take in their Salt Provifions in 
g thofe Places, becaufe of the Cheapnefs of 
Meat there; fo that the Expence brought 
upon our Navigation by this Tax, efpecial- 
ly in the Merchant Service, will at laft 
be reduced to fuch a Trifle, that it will 
become altogether infenfible. And as to 
the Exportation of Salt Provifion, this 
Duty can mever be any Difcourage- 
ment to fuch a Trade, becaufe the Ex. 
porters are allowed a Drawback.

The 
compofing them is fallen into the 
Hands of Bookfellers, Perfons often 
ignorant and incapable, and at leaft 
too nearly interefted; even Authors 
theméfelves are f{carce fit to be trufted 
with fo delicate a Province. Some 
Perfon, or Company, fhould be ap- 
pointed by the Government, to give 


D due Names and Titles to all Writings 


which come from the Prefs, that 
Readers may not be impofed on with 
quids pro quo’s, Chaff for Grain. 

The chief Rule in buying Books is 
the Author’s Name; which is now no 
Rule at all; fince the Bookfellers have 
ufurp’d the making Names as well as 
Titles. Thus, if an Author be a 
poor Rogue, he fhall be made a Lord ; 
if an Unbeliever, a Bifhop;. if noted 
for Infincerity, he fhall be a Philale- 
thes, or a Phileleutherus; if a very 
Coxcomb, perhaps a Socrates or a Cato. 

The German Bookfellers give new 
Authors to “ale Books, till they hit 
upon one to carry them. off. The 
Dutch are no lefs dexterous at making

publick Debts, and railed France into a 
flourifhing- Condition; and when he 
was obliged to begin a War in 1610, 
had 5 Years Provifion in Pocket. All 
this was.done, not by laying on Excifes 
but taking them off. It was his pecu- 
liar good Fortune, that he had at the 
Head of the Treafury,.One who was 
neither a Pilferer in his Office, nor a 
Blunderee in the Cabinet. ‘This was 
the Duke de Sully, by whofe Advice 
two great Armies were disbanded, one 
Military, the other Civil; a third Ar- 
my, as grievous as either, confifting of 
a Crew of fycophant Courtiers; who 
lived upon Penfions, was fent a gra- 
zing; thus-by Thrift and OEconomy 
Juftice was done to the publick Credi- 
tors; and the People being eafed from 
Excifes, were enabled to enter upon

Had. this Minifter grown rich by a

B JT is well known, the Hardjhips the Diflen- 


cers are under arofe from Popifh Intrigue’ 

in the Reign of K. Charles 11. to divide and 
weakén the Protefant. Intereft; but their, 
Schemes were defeated by the Seif-denying 
Zeal of the Diffenters, who confented to the. 
poiagee their own Fetters, rather than ac-. 
falfe Friendthip of the Popifh Party. 

£ we fhauld enquire why they are.not freed 
from this Load, fo worthily fuitained, it may 
be anfwer’d, That Perfecution, how oppolite 
foever to Chrifianity and the Proteftant Religi- 
on, yet, from the Corruption of human Na- 
ture, works itfélf into almoft every effablifhed 
Church, and renders its Members unwilling to 
grant fuch a Liberty to others in Profperity, as 
they themfelves contended for when in Diprlin 

Immediately after the Revolution, the Diffen- 
ters had the farreft Opportunity of thaking off 
this cumbrous Oppreffion, when the King de- 
clared, how acceptable it would ‘be to him, that 
all his Proteffant Subjects were putin a Capa~ 
city to fervehim: But, on a Surmife, that, in 
fuch Cafe, rer imtended to ‘act partially 
in their Favour, rong an Oppofitron was 
formed againft them, that thefe Aéts could nor 
be repealed; and all that could be obtained was 
the Toleration { and in that very A&, thofé 
Apprehenfions, concerning which the prefent 
Difpute (ubhitts, were exprefsly. coffirmed ; 
This Defeat ought to make them for ever cau- 
tious how they attempt again. 

In the mext Reign they had but little Hopes 
of Favour, and inflead of Mitigation met with 
an Enlargement of their Grievances from the 
Occafional Conformity AG; from which they 
have been fince relreved; ‘and no doubr have 
from their reproachlefs Condu& entertained 
long Expe@ations of a total Deliverance.
